andftreight execution of all Lawes,Statutes 3 Pꝛoclamations made, and now in fozce, againſt Fozeſtallers, Ingroſlers, and 
Regraters,and againſteuery ot them, and to ſee ſuch Oꝛders duly obſerued, as haue bene deuiſed and ſet fozth by her Paieſties 
Piiuy Councell,by her Dighneſle commandement,foz the ſeruing ofthe Markets, and auotding ol ſuch toꝛeſtalling, regrat ing 
andother vices tending to raiſe the pꝛices of Coꝛne, and to ſee the offenders in that behalle chaſtiled with all ſeuere punichment:
